THE LOCAL ASPECT. 


In St. Louis the day was exceedingly dull" 
stupid and heavy, the thermometer was un- 
seasonably high and the atmosphere depress- 
ing. <A wretched drizzling rain began to 
fallabout 8 o’clock and this did not add to 
the brilliancy of the scene. The talk every- 


where was about the prize fight. Within the 
past few duys there has been a wonderful in- 
terest Worked up in the Ryan-Suilivan af- 
fair, and im ai) circles save perhaps 
the ultra-tbeological, the bruising 
match at New Orlerns was the chief, almost 
on'y, topic of conversation. At the breakfast 
tabie, in the stere, in the street cars, in the 
work-sbop and in office and bar-room, all 
had an 0 inion to express,and those express- 
ing these opinions, while by no means posi- 
tive as to the result, were willing to back 
their ideas with hats, boxes of cigars, or in 
many cases Uncle Sam’s promises to pay. 

Latest accounts showed the men tobe in 
the best possible condition and nothing short 
ofa miracle would prevent their meeting in 
the squared circle. 

The bistory of the men and the making of 
the match is as follows: 

In weight there is not much differencc be- 
tween thetwomen. In height Ryan hasa 
littie the best of it. He stands 6 feet 1's inches 
in height, and weighs 190 pounds.

ficulties was that with Joe Guss, when the two 
fonght eightv-seven rounds in one hour and 
twenty-seven minutes, Ryan winning. Ryan 
wes ever on the ficht, but be seemed to have 
hurd luck always inthe attempt to getona 
mill, Once he challenged Johnny Dwyer, the 
Brooklyn heavy weight, and Johnny said he 
was willing, and named $2,000a side as the 
amount to be fought for. This suited Rvan. 
Before the forfeit money was posted, how- 
ever, it was announced that Dwvyer and Joe 
Goss would have a set-to in Brooklyn. Ryan, 
anxious to see Dwyer handling his mauleys, 
accompanied Goss to the other side, but the 
assault at arms never took place, owing to a 
financial misunderstanding. Crossing the 
river to New York the night of the fiasco, the 
Ryan party were attacked by a lot of roughs, 
who knocked Ryan down, kicked himin the 
face, and then plunged a knife into his body 


d. His only real 


the vicinity of the kidneys. He 


was no* permanently injured. however, and, 
recovering, he awaited the result ofa battle 
that had during his confinement been ar- 
ranged between Dwyer and Jimmy Elliott. 
Dwyer won this fight and Ryan immediately 
challenged him. 


Dwyer in reply said he had quit the busi- 


ness, and in refusing to accept Ryan’s chal- 
lenge he was credited with giving the latter a 
hard rap with his tongue. Ryan, hearing of 
this, sought Dwyer out, and, finding him at 
a well-known New York sporting resort, de- 
manded an apology. Dwyer refused to apol- 
ogize and a rough and tumble fight ensued, 
in which both men were badly used 
up, although quickly separated by the by- 
standers. Even this occurrence, however, 
did not change Ryan’s course, and, still anx- 
ious to enter the ring, he issued a challenge, 
offering to fight anv man in the world for the 
chem vionship and $1,000 a side. Both Goss 
and Elliott were tempted to try their fists un 
the Trojan, and Goss, being the liveliest of 
the two, secured the match. He met Ryan 
on West Virginia soil, June1, 1880. . After 
eighty-seven rounds had been fought, and 
both men terribly punished, Ryan, with his 
right band, knocked Goss to his knées and 
ended the fight. 


HE CHALLENGES SULLIVAN... 


The result of this contest made Ryam more. 
pugnaciously inclined than ever, and he -is- 
sued a challenge offering to fight any man in’ 
the world for any sum, John L. Sullivan, a 
Boston lad, only 23 years of age, anda per- 
fect specimen of manhood, about this time 
loomed up asa boxer. He handied bis good 
aruis ina way that astonished the natives, 
and knocked down every man who dared face | 
him with hard gloves. His name and repu- 
tation was heralded abroad, and he was 
talked of in fighting circles as just the man 
to accommodate the Trojan giant. Ryan was 
eager to meet the new candidate for pugilis- 
tic honors, and Sullivan being ready to ac- 
ceptany fair invitation, a meeting Was -ar- 
ranged and a financial discussion com- 
menced. Mike McDonald. the Chicago 
gambler, appeared as Sullivan’s backer, and 
Richard K. Fox, of New York, announced 
himself ready to stand by Ryan for any 
amount. Five thousand dollars aside was 
thesum named, aod to show that Ryan 
meant business Fox deposited $1.000 with 
Harry Hill, the New York sport, requesting 
Sullivan’s friend to coverit. McDonald re- 
fused to have Hill for stakeholder and wou!'d 
not put up apy money. Biliy Madden, Suili- 
van’s trainer, getting disgusted at the bicker- 
ings that followed, determined to back Sulli- 
van himeelf, and posted $500, agreeing to 
match his man against Ryan for $2 a side 
The proposition was accepted, February 7 
named as the date for the fight, the battie- 
ground to be within 100 miles of New Or- 
leans.

LONDON, February 7.—At a great meeting 
at Birmingham yesterday letters were read 
from John Bright and Jéseph Chamberlain, 
expressing sympathy with the persecuted 
Jews in Russia. 

THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 

LONDON, February 7.—-Parliament reas- 
sembled to-day. The Queen’s speech is as 
foillows: “*My lords and gentlemen: It is 
with much satisfaction l again invite your 
advice and assistance in the couduct of public 
affairs. Ihave given my approval to the 
marriage between Prince Leopold and 
the Princess Helena of Weldeck. I have 
every reason to believe this wil! be a happy 
union. I continue in relations of cordial har- 
mony with all foreign powers. The treaty 
for the cession of Thessaly to Greece has now 
been executed in its main provisions. The 
transfer of sovereignty and occupation 
was effected in a manner honorable 


to allconcerned. In concert with the Presi- 
dent of the French Republic, I have given 
careful attention to the affairs of Exypt, 
where existing arrangements imposed on me 
special obligations. I shali use my influence 
to maintain the rights already estabiished, 
whether by firmaus of the Suitan or by 
various international engagements in a spirit 
favorable to the good government of the 
country and prudeat developments in its in- 
stitutions. I have pleasure in informing 
you that the restoration of peace beyond 
the northwestern frontier, together with 
the continued internal tranquility, 
plentiful seasons and inerease of revenue bas 
enabied iny government in India to resume 
works of public utility which had been sus- 
pended and devote its attention to measures 
for the furtber improvement of the condition 
of the people. fhe convention with the 
Transvaal bas been ratified by the represen- 
tative assembly and I have seen no reason to 
qualify my anticipations to its advantageols 
working. Ii have, however, to fre- 
rret that, although hostilities have not 
been renewed in Basutoland the country 
still remains unsettled. 

“Gentlemen of the House of 
Commous: The estimates for the 
service of the year are in an advanced stage of 
preparation and wiil be promptly submitted 
toyou. My lords and genilemen, my com- 
munications with France on the subject of the 
new commercial treaty have not been closed. 
They will be prosecuted by me, as I have 
already acquainted you with my desire to 
couclude a treaty favorable to extended in- 
tercourse between the twonations, to whose 
close amity I attach so greata value. The 
trade of the country, both domestic and 
foreign. has forsome time been improving, 
and the; mildness of the winter has been 
e y suited to farming operations. 
Be rOspects are, I trust, thus opened 
for the classes immediateiy concerned in 
agrieulture. The public revenue, which is 
greatly, though not always, at once affected 
by the state of industry and commerce, has 
not yet exhibited the upward movement iu 
proportion to their increased activity. 

‘**The condition of Lreland at this time, as 
com pared with that which I described at the 
beginning of last year shows signs of im- 
provement, and encourages the hope that

Wales. I commend these and other subjects 
with confidence to your- care, and it is my 
earnest prayer that your wisdom and energy 
may, under the blessing of God. prove equal 
to the varied and increasing needs of this ex- 
tended empire.’’ 

The speech was read by Lord Selborne. 

BRADLAUGH AND THE OATH. 

LONDON, February 7.—In the Commons, 
after the new members had been sworn in, 
Bradlaugh advanced to take the oath. Sir 
Stafford Northcote moved he be not allowed. 
Bradlaugh, at the request the Speacer, 
withdrew, asking that he be @tlowed a hear- 
ing before the question was decided. 

Harcourt, in the absence of Gladstone, 
moved the previous question. He advixed 
the House that as Bradiaugh had been ad- 
mitted to affirm subject tothe decision of a 
court of law he be now allowed to swear 
similarly. The. proposition “was received 
with ironical.cheers, Northcote’s motion 
was adopted. —

Over Certifications of Checks. 

WASHINGTON, February 7.—The Senate 
Finance Committe referred Beck’s bill to 
prevent the unlawful certification of checks 
bv national banks to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for his opinion. “The sentiment 
of the committee apparently favored 
the bill; if the Secretary of the Treasury ap- 
prove it, and it is believed he witli; the 
measnre wiil be favorably reported. Beck 
has information tothe effect that reputable 
banks generally desire the passage of this 
law. The over cer ification of 
checks so it is alleged is in 
induiged in by afew reckless banks which 
are thus enabled to do a business in excess ef 
their legitimate means and those

The Science of Lifé Insurance 
Wrecking Continued. 


.How the Receiver Has Handled the 


Missouri Mutual. 


The Cost of Paying Creditors $60,- 
000 Has Been $26,000, 


Some Unique Samples of Reports from 
the Receiver. 


The history of life insurance estate-eating 
in St. Louis would not be complete without 
reference to the management of the Missouri 
Mutual after dissolution. This company fell 
into the hande of a receiver January 19, 1878, 
during the Gottschalk tenure of Circuit bench 
No.1. It was a gigantic farce, for§there was 
nothing to receive. The Atlas and De Soto 
companies were dissolved at the 
same time and Theodore W. Heman, attor- 
ney, was appointed as receiver for each com- 
pany. He selected asa legal adviser B. H. 
Dye, whose name has become refreshingly 
familiar on the record of court aliowances. 


These worthies have comfortably 
slept over the three defunct 
estates for four years past. No 


corpse ever received such careful attention 
as the Missouri Mutual and the pallid cheeks 
and sunken eyes of Brother Dye whenever 
he appearsin court to present a claim for 
more fees or to swear to the value of services 
manifest the anxiety and responsibility 
attaching to insurance estate liquidation. 


Receityer Heman reported to the Insurance 
Depaitment fhat when he took hold of the 
Missouri Mutual wreck there were actuaily 
no assets coming into his hands. The lia- 
bilities of the company at date of dissolution 
were:

The receiver hauled inthe furniture. fix- 
tures and safe, which he valued at $121 48, 
and which represenjed al! the tangible assets. 
The policy-holding creditors, however, looked 
to the special securit, deposit of $100 000 with 
the State Insurance Department for the pay- 
ment of their claims. In connection with 
this ~ og tes deposit is the story of the 

igantic fraud perpetrated by the insurance 
direstory syndicatea few years since, the 
particulars of which rise unpleasantly to the 
surface, astenchin the nostrils of honest 
men whenever any allusion is 
made in or out of the courts by suit or by 

ublication to the great insurance ring and 

e science of duping policy-holders practised 
with such success at that time. Gen. Frank 
P. Blair, superintendent of the Insurance 
Department died in July, 1875. He was suc- 
ceeded by Celsus Price. At that time the 


Columbia compeny. then known as 
the St. Louis ife, had absorbed 
the business and assets of the 


St. Louis Mutual, the Atlas, the De Sote and 
the Missouri Mutual. The contract for “re- 
insurance’”’ of the Missouri Mutual risks bore 
date January, 1874. During Gen. Bliair’s ad- 
ministration, and toward its close, according 
to the report of Referee Jones on the Colum- 
bia cerpse, earnest efforts had been made 
by the syndicate of insurance 
directors to obtain the release and surrender 
of the special securities held bythe [nsur- 
ance Department for the St. Louis Mutnal, 
echt g Mutual, Atlas and De Soto Mutual 
creditors. Tnese deposits had been made 
before the respective companies’ assets had 


been scientifically swallowed up. The St. 
Louis Life was then the 
owner of the Columbia Insur- 


ance Building on Sixth and Locust streets, 
und its acting president was A. M. Britton. 
Forty notes for $10,000 each, secured by deed 
of trust on the Insurance Building, were 
executed to Britton’s order and endorsed bv 
him. With the consent of the new superin- 
tendent, Celsus Price, the special securities 
of the St. Louis Mu'ual, Missouri Mutual, 
Atlas and De Soto were withdrawn 
from the department and the Britton notes 
substituted. When tbe wreck occurred the 
Circuit Court directed the Insurance De- 
partment to deliver these notes to the re- 
ceiver, and suits were brought against the 
Columbia estate to enforce the deed of trust 
on the building. The lien was held to be good 
against the Columbia property to the extent 
of a'l non-surrendered policy claims up to 
$100,000, in respect of each company. 

The sale ofthe building realized $284,500, 
and after payment of taxes and costs about 
$233,000 remained for distribution among the 
four estates. The De Soto policy 
holders were paidin full. There were only 
a handful of policies outstanding, amounting 
to about $4,000 in the aggregate, but the cost 
of winding up _ this little estate 
was treble that sum, for which 
the blame is said to be attributable to the 
costiy machinery which the law provides in 
such cases.

THE CORNER IN FEBRUARY WHEAT. 
The February deal in wheat makes but 
little show in the market, and is supposed by 
a good many to be practically over, but the 


parties interested daily feel the effects of this 


“‘corner,?’’ and the course of 
the market is considerably influ- 
enced by the manipulation of this 


deal. The shortage is yet large and will 
reach to the neighborhood of 750,000 bushels, 
or perhaps even more. Most of this is ow- 
ing from three parties, one a miller and the 
other two engaged in the commission busi- 
The balance of the shortage is of 


ness. 
smail amounts scattered around in differ- 
ent parties, running from 5,000 
to 40,000 bushels, and these shorts 


say they are short the actual wheat which 
will be sent here and applied on contract. 
The stubborn fight, however, is between the 
three principal shorts and the clique that 
have the deal. The shorts say they are go- 
ing to do something that was never done be- 
fore, and thatisto fill every one of their 


Outstanding contracts with the actual 
Wheat. They claim to have bought 
In Toledo, Indianapolis and other 


towns in Indiana, besides some little to come 
in from Missouri and [ilinois, enough wheat 
to fllevery bushel they have sold short, and 
this wheatis of such superior quality that 
they have no fear of its missing grade as No. 
2red. Over 400,000 bushels will come to 
these shorts, so they assert, and the longs 
will have totake every bushel of it. By 
the first of March there should 
be over 1,200,000 bushels No. 2 red wheat 
in store here, as it is not oo possible 
fer the longs to get rid of it without a great 
sacrifice. Itis openly stated that the longs 
are trying their best to sell the No. 2 red, 
they now hold to legitimate purchasers who 
would move it out of the market, but can find 
no buyers. City millers, it is said, have been 
offered this grade at $1 39 and even lower. 
Another report is that the longs 
will ship out a large block by river, with the 
expectation that the heavy reduction in the 
stotk arising from this shipment will alarm 
the shorts and cause a sharpjadvance,but this 
report is undoubtedly incorrect. Besides, 
as the shorts have the cash wheat bought to 
come in they would not alone not care how 
much wheat would be moved out, but would 
be even pleased tosee more elevator-room 
made, as they would thus be more assured 
of getting their wheat in when it arrived. 
The longs are believed to bein a good fix, 
however, to take in all the wheat delivered 
them, as they are understeod to be short 
March moretban enough to meet all the 
actual wheat they hold or will get, and when 


the first of March comes all they have to 
do is to deliver their cash 
on their March contracts. All they 


can then Jose would be the carrying charges. 
But what will become of March with all this 
wheat delivered? [t seems reasonable to 
suppose that the market will suffer a terrible 
collapse, unless the break should come pe- 
fore that date. The February shorts say that 
even ifthe ‘‘corner’’ was carried to a suc- 
cessful culmination the longs could not com- 
pel them to settle at $143 or higher, asa 
shipping or milling value for No. 2 wheat 
could be fixed at near that price. . 
THE $2,500 INITIATION. 

A prominent mer ‘er speaking of this pro» 
position said to-da-. 

‘The proposition to raise the initiation fee 
to $2,500 certainly isin the right direction. 
For the life of me 1 can see no valid o!-jec 
tion to it, orthe necessity for supercilious 
remarks onthe part of some of our mem- 
bers.

Why are they worth so much in New York 
and Chicago? There certainly is no antago- 
nism to trade, no disposition to crush compe- 
tion or establish a close corporation and 
probabiy as munch intelligence and en- 
terprise as we claim. It goes 
for the saying “‘business is Dusiness,’’ then 
wherein is the hardship or bad faith 1n giving 
men who have made the Me:chants’ Ex- 
change what it is, many of whom have spent 
tbe flower of their manhood in doing so, 
some advantages over new comers. The men, 
too, who favor the proposition are surely 
just as intelligent and enterprising, to say 
the least, asthe high joints who oppose it, 
and are fully as much entitled to considera- 
tion.

It is also 
stated that one of the inspectors who signed 
the protesting petition addressed to the di- 
rectors has since then kicked over the traces, 
and refuses now to resign with the balance of 
the inspectors. The whole matter wil! prob- 
adly come before the directors this afternoon.

He Wants a Trial Elsewhere Pretend- 
ing He Can’t Have Justice Here.

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What the Toiling Women Receive 
for their Services. 


Trifling Compensation for Extraer- 
dinary Labor. 


Small Wages for the Seamstress But 
Long Hours of Work.

What is Paid for Ten and Twelve Hours 
in the Shop, Store and Factory. 


“The lot of the working girl is anything but 
e happy one,’’ said a Washington avenue 
siothing merchant to a reporter of the Post- 
Dispatcu. “Their hours of toil are the 
longest and the compensation the smallest. 
In the morning, when a majority of the peo- 
ple are yet dozing, they can be seen on their 
way totheshops and factories, and that is 
the best time and apout the only wav to ob- 
tain any definite idea about the number em- 
ployed in the various establishments of the 


city. You can go to the different houses and 
try to gain information of the num- 
ber of female employes, and _ the 
foreman will say that the number 
changes almost daily and the prices paid 
Vary greatly.’’ 


The merchant said that most of the cloth- 
ing sold by his house was made by women, 
but was reluctant to give the wages paid. 
What might be considered as fair play by the 
firm and what the women were willing to 
work for might be considered as insufficient 
by others, and indeed he was not certain that 
other houses might not be paying more. 
Many of the large wholesale clothing firms of 
the city have most of their goods made up 


here as the work can be done as 
cheaply and satisfactorily in the 
west as in the east. The finer 


work is done by tailors, but not more than 
ten per cent of those engaged are men. The 
amount of money earned depends entirely 
ape the experience and skill of the female. 
They generaliy know about how many gar- 
ments they can complete ina week, and take 
away just the amount of goods necessary to 
complete the number. It is all piece work, 
nope of them receiving pay by the day or 
week. Much of the iabor is performed on 
machines, but many of the women have not 
this advantage and they stitch away 
THROUGH THE DAYS AND NIGHTS 
and atthe end of the week have scarcely 
earned enough to keep sul 
and body together until Saturday 
night comes again.

Another class of the girl-workers who 
bave considerable to do and but little time to 
spare is composed of those who make their 
living in the factories. They greatly out- 
number those who dothe standing and sell- 
ing in stores, but the prices paid for their 
labor do not differ greatiy from those paid 
to salesiladies in the Fourth and Fifth street 
houses. It matters not what business a lady 
mav engagein, there seems to be one general 
rule as to the value of her services. If 
the work is heavier in one business 
than another, the additional work is not 
taken into consideration, but she receives 
about the same compensation as when the 
work is notso heavy. The number of girls 
employed in manufactories in St. Louis will 
run wellup in the thousands. For certain 
classes of work in the making of ladies’ shoes 
they are fuily as well suited as men, and in 
many cases give better satisfaction. The 
largest manufacturing shoe house in the 
city, on the corner of Eighth and Walnut 
streets, employs 150 girls, who average after 
very little saving or showing about }2 50 per 
week. Some of the emailer factories 
require the beginner to serve an apprentice- 
sbip before any wages are paid, but the com- 
pany referredto pay them almost imme- 
diately after starting. Thuse who have been 
in the factory for several years and under- 
stand the better class of work make $5, while 
some few known as first grade or general 
workers get as high as $8. 

In the match and candy factories the prices 
paid are about the same, exceptthat the 
little girls who make the boxes in which tbe 
matches are sent out are expected todoa 
very hard day’s work for verv small 
pay. They are expected to make from 
seven to eight gross of the boxes every day, 
and are paid from thirty to thirty-five cents. 
The material is furnished them by the manu- 
factory, all properly cut and shaped for the 
box, and they take it home, where the work 
is done very rapidiy with a very small ex- 
perience.

FOUL AIR IN HOUSES. ' 


What Causes Matarial Diseases and 
What Can Prevent Them. 
From the New York Times. 

The subject of poisonous gases arising in 
houses from badly constructed sewers or de- 
fective plumbing was discussed at some 
length at a meeting of the New York Acade- 
my of Medicine last night. The president, 
Dr. Fordyce Barker, presided, and a large 
number of eminent physicians and chemists 
were present. The principal paper of the 
evening was read by Charies F. Wingate, 
consuiting sanitary engineer, and its subject 
was “Practical points in plumbing—knowl- 
edge necessary for physicians for the protec- 
tion ef their patients.” Mr. Wingute said 
every householder should exercise the closest 
scrutiny over the plumbing and 
the drains to see that there were no 
leakages. It was the duty of the pdysicians 
to advise their patients to have their houses 
thoroughly examined by some competent 
sanitary engineer, and if pvisonous gases 
were discovered prompt steps shouid be tak- 
en toremoye them. The enormous increase 
in contagious diseases inthis city was due 
mainly tothe prevalence of bad atmosphere 
in houses. On the Ist of last December 
there were about 2,000 new houses in process 
of construction in this city. The majority of 
them were what Mr. Wingate considered 
cheap and diphthere'ic. They were built to 
sell, and very little attention was paid to their 
sanitary condition. The plumbing was genr- 
erally let to the lowest bidder, and the 
plumber very frequently, in order to make a 
good profile,-kinmed his work over in a bhur- 
ried and siack manner. Mostof the houses 
erected here within the past few years had 
underground tile drains laid by iguorant 
workmen, who could oot be expected to lay 
them tightly together and give them 
the proper pitch. They were generally bro- 
ken and Jeaking, and in numerous instances 
choked up. The proper way wasto have 
none but iron pipes with lead joints so ex- 
posed that they could be readily inspected. 
‘At least 95 rer cent. of the cellars in the 
city of New York are bad,’’ said the lecturer, 
“andit is not surprising that there is so 
mucn sickness. Que cause of so much damp- 
ness in cellars comes from erecting houses 
on newly made land. This land is saturated, 
and it is impossible to prevent the dampness 
from working its way through the cellar 
walls. It has beenstated by eminent sani- 
tary engineers that at least ten jears are re- 
quirea for made land to settle soasto be fit 
to build a residence upon. There are other 
sources of foul air than leaking sewer-pipes. 
Furnaces often filla house full of poisonous 
atmosphere. The cold-air boxes with which 
most furnaces are supplied are resorted to 
by cats and rats, who are constantly dying in 
them, and over whose decaying remains the 
air passes up into the living apartments of the 
house.”? 

It would be a decided advantage, Mr. Win- 
gate said,if allof the wood-work that inclosed 
the plumbing of a house could be removed. 
Pipes that were constantly under intelligent 
inspection could not do much damage. Bath- 
rooms and water-closets ougnt always to be 
kept as far away from sieepiog apartments as 
possibie. The practice ox; placing bath-rooms 
in the center of a house and only ventilating 
them by transoms opening into other apart- 
ments, was strongly condemned. The archi- 
tects of the present day, it was claimed, gave 
most of their attention to the style and deco- 
ration of a house, and paid no attention to 
the plumbing appliances. The speaker did 
not believe that there were more than one or 
two architects in this city who were compe- 
tent to draw up the specifications tor plum- 
bing themselves. The remedies suggested 
for the evils arising from malarial poison in 
houses were to give the sanitary authorities 
the backing ofa good public influence; to 
strictly enforce the building reguiations, and 
then to educate the plumbers, architects, and 
doctors in the principles and necessities of 
sanitary science. Prof. R. Ogden Doremus 
demonstrated with an apparatus certain 
points relavive to the poros- 
ity of walls and the manner in which gases 
gain admission to apartments in which people 
live. He showed that a stream of common 
street gas directed against one side of a thick 
biock of stone, would pass through the stone 
so as to be lighted on the other side. He also 
showed that the human breath directed 
against one side of an eight-inch brick wali 
would pass through the solid substance and 
extinguish a lighted candle on the other side. 
Prof. Doreinus explained with considerable 
feeling his experience with poisonous atmos- 
phere, and expressed the belief that chemis- 
try was fully able to cope with the malignant 
element. If the malaria breeding air in 
private houses could be got at in time, the 
Professor believed the heroic treatment of 
chemistry would drive itawav. Dr. Willard 
Parker said he never knew of any malarial 
diseases in this city prior to the introduction 
of the water-works system. The water and 
sewer pipes, he thought, were responsible 
mainly for the great prevalence of malaria, so 
called. He was in favor of excluding plumb- 
ing appliances in sleeping apartments and re- 
turning to the primitive wash-bowl and 
pitcher. 


Old Superstitions. 
From the New York 8un. 


Old customs still prevail to a great extent 
in the northern and western portions of Eng- 
iand. In the north, especially amid the great 
Black Country, they are almost universal, 
while in the Midlands and the south they 
seem to have disappeared. Many of these 
customs come within the category of super- 
stitions. Inthe north no child’s nai's are 
ever cut on a Sunday; no infant’s nails are 
cut until it has attainea the age of one year, 
but are bitten; the inside of a child’s hands 
are never washed until three weeks after 
birth; infants, before they are carried down 
stairs, are always taken up ss 
in order to insure their course in the worl 
upward; no child is shown itselfin the glass, 
or its teething process will be painful; cake 
is always given to the first person met on the 
road to the christening; marriage should 
never be performed on a Saturday, but al- 
ways, if possibie, on a Wednesday; the per- 
sou who sleeps first on the wedding night 
will die first. as will the person who kneels 
first at the marriage ceremony. In Cornwall 
no mioer whisties underground; a Cornisb 
child born aiter midnight will se* more of 
the world than ordinary folk, and Sunday is 
an especially lucky day for birth.
